The  Oarmana  alao  attacked  during  the 
night  aouth  of  the  Ypres-Roulers  rail- 
way in  the  neighborhood  of  2Sonnebeke, 
but  ware  repulsed'. 

Tha  last  twenty-four  hours  have  been 
blttar  ones  for  the  enemy  along  the 
Tpres  battlefront.  Not  only  have  the 
Oermana  auffered  a  stinging  defeat,  but 
thla  defeat  has  been  accompanied  by 
grlevoua  losses  In  men.  The  tremen- 
dous Are  to  which  they  were  subj^ted 
by  the  artillery,  rifles  and  machine 
guna  was  a  revelation  even  to  those  ae- 
customed  to  watching  the  marvelous 
work  of  the  great  British  war  machine. 

North  of  the  Ypres-Roulers  railway 
the  Oerman  artillery  played  heavlty  up- 
on the  British  front  areas.  The  cor- 
respondent visited  WcHthoek  ridge  and 
the  region  near  Zonnebeke,  where  the 
artillery  activity  was  Intense.  British 
guns  of  all  calibres  were  keeping  up 
their  ceaaelesa  thunder,  and  for  every 
German  shell  landed  In  this  cone  were 
hurling  back  aeores.  «

The  badly  punished  Oerman  troops 
east  of  Tpres  today  were  largely  rest- 
ing on  their  arms  after  the  reverses 
suffered  yesterday  when  they  attempted  ' 


in  a  series  of  flerce  counter-attacks  to 
drive  the  British  back.  Possibly  tha 
designation  "resting"  is  a  misnomer,  for 
the  enemy  was  sitting  under  a  terriflc 
bombardment  from  hundreds  of  big 
guna,  which  were  deluging  his  back  and 
forward  areas  with  high  explosives  and 
turning  his  fastnesses  into  twisted 
masses  of  debris,  which  formed  the 
graves  of  the  defenders. 

Any  of  these  nerve-racked,  half- 
«t\ihned"  oerman  priHoners  who  hgvr 
lived  through  the  bombardments  can  tell 
of  the  tragedy  now  being  enacted  along 
the  Oerman  front  In  this  section  of 
Belgium.  /Thanks  to  the  Oerman  coun- 
ter-attackH,  there  has  been  hardly  a  mo- 
ment's cessation  of  the  intense  artillery 
work  of  the  British  since  last  Wednes- 
day, when  Field  Marshal  Halg's  troops 
executed  their  latest  ofTenslve.  Cap- 
tured Oermans  says  that  their  forward 
defences  have  been  greatly  demoralized 
by  this  ceaseless  pounding. 

Ballaf  Boada  Blockad 

Relief  and  ration  parties  venture  out 
to  be  turned  back  or  to  make  their  mis- 
erable way  forward  by  circuitous  routes 
to  the  men  holding  the  advanced  shell 
holes,  who  have  often  been  compelled 
to  hold  on  without  water  or  proper 
food.  Badly  needed  ammunition  has 
frequently  never  reached  its  destination. 

Every  approach  to  the  Oerman  lines 
la  covered  by  British  guns,  making  the 
movement  of  enemy  Infantry  an  arduous 
process.  Naturally  the  question  arises 
what  effect  all  this  is  having  on  the 
morale  of  the  Oerman  troops.  l{  is 
generally  admitted  among  the  prisoners 
that  the  morale  of  their  men  has  de- 
teriorated since  the  beginning  of  the 
battles  in  Flanders.  Divlilons  which 
Jfaiva'baaa  (anmark' ana'  alec*  on  Vhe 
Oerman  front  lines  sometimes  resent  be- 
ing used  a  second  time  in  this  poHitlon. 
This  marks  a  striking  change  from  the 
former  attitude  of  the  Oerman  troops 
who  have  worked  as  unthinking  ma- 
chines to  carry  out  onqueatloned  orders. 
By  their  officers. 

Meanwhile  the  spirit  of  the  British 
troops  is  dally  climbing  here.

KILLS  LIEUT,  VOSSE 

Result  of  Spectacular  Combat  Behind  British  Lines 

in   Flanders — Body   Found   and   Identitied — 

Remarkable  Experiences  of  Another  Air- 

man  Behindr-Enemy   Lines 


REPARAIN  DUE 


tmile  Vandervelde  Shows 
What  Repeated  Peace  For- 
mula Means  to  Belgium  — 
Restoration  to  Former  Siale 


LONDON,  Oct.  J.— What  the  famous 
peace  formula  of  "reparation,  restitu- 
tion and  guarantees"  means  to  Belgium 
la  sat  forth  in  an  interview  given  by 
Emile  Vandarvelde,  the  Belgian  states- 
man, who  la  now   in  London. 

"The  reparation  and  the  restitution 
.that  we  demand,"  he  said,  "are  first, 
that  our  country  itaelf  shall  b«  given 
back  to  UB  and  then  that  Its  despoilers 
shall  be  made  to  provide  the  means 
whereby  our  nation  may  be  recreated. 
We  demand  from  Oermany  the  return 
o(  the  money  exacted  from  us,  the  re- 
Mtltutlon  of  the  productive  material  and 
machinery  of  which  we  have  been  de- 
prived, and  the  wherewithal  to  make 
good  the  general  havoc  of  war.  It  will 
be  a  big  bill,  but  it  will  have  to  be  met, 
and  by  Oerman)-. 

"Let  me  not  ba  misunderstood. 
Reparation  must  not  be  confused  with 
Indemnities.  I  am  no  supporter  of  any 
policy  of  flning  Oermany.  But  Bel- 
glum  must  be  restored.  That  Is  our 
demand. 

"un  the  question  of  guarantees  for 
Ih^  future  security  of  our  country,  tha 
guiding  thought  must  be  tliat  Belgium 
can  be  free  only  in  a  free  Europe  and 
on  the  right  for  the  liberty  of  Belgium 
depends  the  liberty  of  Europe. 

"There  can  ba  no  lasting  peace  with- 
out what  I  may  call  a  society  of 
nations  and  that  can  only  be  when  ail 
the  nations  are  democratised.  When 
the  damooracy  of  Oermany  realises 
that,  we  ahall  be  draw;ng  paar  the  end. 

"As  for  Belgium,  her  name  will  al- 
waya  ba  ^the  synonym  and  emblem  of 
sorrow  and  sacrlflce.  Picture  if  you 
.^an  her  condition  after  three  years  of 
war,  In  wbleh  aha  has  bled  wellnigh  to 
daath.  Her  towna  and  villages  hare 
baen  burnt  and  devastated.  Her  paople 
have  bean  I6rtured  and  butchered.  She 
la   daaolaU   aad   drenched    with    blood."

FRANCE,  Monday,  Oct.  1.— (By  the 
Associated  Press.)— The  body  of  the  fa- 
mous Oerman  airman,  Lieut.  Vosse,  who 
was  recently  reported  in  a  Oerman  of- 
ficial communication  as  missing,  has 
been  found  within  the  British  lines,  and 
British  airmen  have  already  dropped 
messages  beyond  the  German  front, 
giving  notification  of  his  death. 

Vosse  was  killed  on  Sept.  23,  while 
engaged  in  a  spectacular  combat  with  a 
British  airman.  He  died  fighting.  It 
is  a  peculiar  coincidence  that  the  fa- 
mous FYench  airman,  Capt.  Ouynemer, 
lost -his  life  about  the  same  time  in  a 
battle  over  enemy  ground,  until  the  Ger- 
mans found  and  Identified  his  body. 
la  stirrlac  ri«ht 

The  opponent  of  Vosse  is  one  of  the 
most  brilliant  British  aviators,  who  for 
Ihe  purpose  of  this  narrative,  may  be 
referred'  to  as  Brown— that  not  being 
his  real  name.     Here  Is  the  story: 

A  number  of  British  airplanes  were 
patrolling 'on  the  23rd,  flying  at  s 
height  of  7,000  feet,  when  one  of  them 
was  attacked  by  a  Oerman  red-nosed 
Albatrose  and  a  trlplane.  Tt  appeared 
later  that  Vosse  waa  the  pilot  of  the 
trlplane.  Two  other  planes  rushed  up 
and  engaged  these  two,  with  a  third 
enemy  scouts,  who  appeared  on  the 
scene.  About  11  other  enemy  airplanes 
were  waiting  at  a  disUnce  to  Join  in 
the  fray,  but  did  not  attack,  as  some  10 
British  planes  were  circling  about  keep- 
ing them  off.  The  third  enemy  scout, 
who  had  Joined  in  the  combat,  vanished, 
but  the  albatross  and  the  trlplane 
fought  in  wonderful  form.  Brown 
singled  out  the  trlplane,  and  a  hard 
fight  ensued.  Brown  got  in  a  number 
of  good  bursts  from  his  machine  gun, 
and  several  times  had  to  change  drums 
on  the  gun,  so  furiously  was  he  firing. 


For  a  long  time  the  two  circled,  dlveil, 
and  manoeuvred  for  position,  and  so 
close  were  they  at  times  that  only  a  few 
inches  separated  their  wings.  Eventu- 
ally Brown  got  a  little  above  Vosse,  and 
made  for  the  trlplane,  the  British  air- 
man working  his  machine  gun  steadily 
all  the  time. 

Vosse  passed  Brown's  right  wing  by 
inches  and  dived.

The  British  airman  wheeled  into  posi- 
tion, and  observed  the  Oerman  gliding 
westward  with  his  engine  shut  off.  lie 
dived  again,  and  got  a  good  shot  at  his 
opponent;  then  followed  this  with  a 
heavy  burst  with  his  gun,  and  Vosse 
did  a  slight  right  hand  turn  and  con- 
tinued to  go  down   until  he  disappeared. 

This  ended  the  adventure.  Brown 
tlew  away,  not  knowing  who  his  oppo- 
nent had  been,  or  what  had  become  of 
him.  Later,  the  shattered  machine  was 
found   and    the    body    Identified. 

There  has  been  much  hard  fighting  in 
the  air  recently,  and  the  aviators  have 
had  '  some  remarkable  experiences.  One 
British  lieutenant,  flying  last  Wednes- 
day, had  Just  forced  the  enemy  to  pull 
down  a  big  balloon  when  he  was  engaged 
by  machine  ftuna^dm  tTia'*^o1^.  He 
dived  on  the  gunners,  and  fifed  more 
than  100  rounds,  dispersing  the  crew, 
who  fled,  leaving  two  of  their  number 
stretched  on  the  ground.  Continuing 
onward,  the  lieutenant  had  nine  separate 
combats  with  enemy  planes.  Eight  of 
these  were  Indecisive,  but  In  the  other 
case  he  brought  down  the  Oerman.  In 
this  last  combat  he  got  right  on  the 
enemy  plane,  first  killing  the  observer, 
then  firing  Into  the  pilot  and  engines. 
The  enemy  plane  spun  down  to  earth.  The 
British  airman  engaged  in  still  further 
fighting,  and  returned  home  very  much 
shot  up,  one  bullet  having  pierced  the 
ear  pad  of  his  flying  cap. 


CIVILIANS  KILLED 

IN  DUNKIRK  RAID 

Uarbaroos   Airmen    .Hake  JUausnally    Vloleot 

Attack    on    French    Town — Heprisals 

Carried    Out 


PAniS.'Oct.  :'.— The  following  ofTlcial 
announcement  was   given  out   today: 

'The  Germans  last  night  made  a  new 
attack  on  the  town  of  Dunkirk.  The 
bombardment  was  very  violent,  caus- 
ing aeriouji  material  danaage.  It  is  re-~ 
ported  that  there  were  numerous  vic- 
tims among  the  civilian  population. 

"In  reprisal  for  the  bombardments 
carried  out  by  the  Germans  against  Bar 
1e  Due  and  Dunkirk  our  aviators  last 
night  threw  down  bombs  on  the  towns 
of  Frankfurt-on  -  the  -  Main,  Coblenz, 
Treves  and  Stuttgart. 

"Our  bombarding  aeroplanes  made 
numerous  expeditions,  in  the  course  of 
which  2,210  kilogrammes  (4,684  pounds) 
of  bombs  were  thrown  on  military 
buildings  in  Roulers  and  6,000  kilo- 
grammes (13,200  pounds))  on  the  rail- 
way stations  at  Metz-sur-Wolppy  and 
Thlonvllle,  the  aerodrome  at  Chambley, 
encampments  at  Spincourt  and  Tilly  and 
munitions  depots  at  the  Longeau  farm, 
where  a  violent  explosion  was  ob- 
served. ■  < 

"  Two  German  aeroplanes  were 
brought  down  yesterday  by  oiir  pilots 
and  four  others  were  compelled  to  land 
in  a  disabled  condition."

British  Authorities  Preparing  to  Take  Effective 
Steps  to  Counteract  Savage  >A^arf are— State- 
ments Made  by  General  Lloyd  and  Dr. 
Addison  a£  Public  Meeting 


Latter  Makes  Promise 

Of  Supremacy  in  Air 

Says  Aerial  Menace  Will  Be  Overcome,  Like  Sub- 
marine Menace — German  Cities  Now  in  Fear 
— Latest  Attack  on  London  Kills  Terr, 
Wounds  Thirty-Eight 


LONDON,  Oct.  a.— That  the  British 
Government  contemplates  some  new  and 
effective  steps  to  counteract  Oerman 
air  raids  on  Fngiand  is  borne  out  in 
speeches  made  by  Major-Oeneral  Sir 
Francis  I^ioyd,  director  of  the  defences 
of  London,  and  Dr.  Addison,  former  Min- 
ister of  Munitions,  at  a  meeting  In  the 
London    district    tonight,    called    to    dis- 


cuss the  recent  raids. 

Dr.  Addison  remarked  that  the  Oer- 
mans had  got  the  start  of  humanity  In 
their  different  forms  of  ruthlessness, 
such  as  striking  unarmed  ships  with 
submarines  and  bombing  open  towns, 
but,  he  added: 

"I  can  tell  you  this — we  have  got  the 
masters  of  the  submarine  menace,  and 
I  am  perfectly  confident  that  before 
long  we  shall  achieve  .lust  as  great  a 
supremacy  in  the  air,  whether  over  this 
country  or  over  their  own." 
'  General  Lloyd,  speaking  with  refer- 
ence   to    reprisals,   said: 

"If  you  desire  reprisals,  you  must  let 
the  authorities  kn(fW,  and  I  shall  be 
glad  to  forward  your  requeats  to  the 
proper  quarter." 

The  Evening  Standard  states  "on  the 
highest  authority."  that  the  Government 
Is  pt^'ing  attention  to  the  question  ot 
reprisals  for  Oerman  air  attacks  on 
London  and  other  places.     It  says: 

"There  is  no  qualification  about  the 
derision  of  the  Oovernment  to  under- 
take vary  effective  reprisals  at  the 
eartlaat  moment  consistent  with  the  ad- 
vice of  the.  high  military  command." 

The  Wllhelmshafen  Tagblatt  publishes 
two  pages  of  advice  warning  the  people 
•  gainst  possible  air  raids  by  the  En- 
tente aviators.

AN  ATLANTIC  PORT,  Oct.  2.— A  re- 
port of  the  destruction  of  the  United 
States  Consulate  at  Dunkirk,  a  French 
seaport,  by  shells  from  Oerman  air- 
craft were  brought  here  today  by  the 
officers  of  an  American  merchant  ship. 

While  waiting  in  tho  harbor  of  that 
port,  the  officers  said,  it  was  necessary 
to  take  their  ship  six  miles  outside 
every  night  because  of  the  enemy  air- 
craft that  were  constantly  bombarding 
the  town  and  harbor.

CANADIAN  HEADQU-\RTERH  IN 
FRANCIE,  Oct.  2. — (By  the  Canadian 
Overseas  Correspondent.) — The  enemy 
early* this  (Tuesday)  morning  attempted 
to  raid  our  lines  in  tha  Avion  sector, 
but  was  discovered  before  he  got  to 
close  quarters  and  was  driven  off.  after 
sustaining   a   number   of   casualties. 

The  Infantry  activity  Is  generally 
less  than  normal,  but  the  sound  of 
guns  never  ceases.  The  Oermans  are 
attempting  more  by  way  of  destructive 
shots  on  our  battery  positions  than 
they  did  earlier  In  the  season,  but  even 
In  this  respect  they  are  still  far  be- 
hind the  British  snd  Canadian  gunners 
on  (his  part  of  the  front,  especially  In 
effectiveness.  There  has  been  a  marked 
increase  In  use  of  long  range,  high 
velocity  guns  by  tha  Oermans,  and  this 
la  still  pr(fceeding.  The  results,  as 
seen  here,  are  such  that  they  do  not 
Justify   the   free  use  ot  these   guns. 


The  enemy  also  increases  the  pro- 
portion of  gas  shells  to  the  total  nnm- 
ber  aent  over,  and  he  sends  us  many 
varieties  of  gas.  This  may  possibly 
Indicate  that  the  chemicals  from  which 
the  poison  gas  is  made  are  available  in 
greata;-  nuantities  than  those  required 
for   high   explosives. 

All  the  prisoners  of  good  education 
now  apeak  of  the  growing  scarcity  of 
war  material  particularly  of  articles 
such  aa  rubber,  cotton  and  coppy. 
which*  can  neither  be  produced  at  home 
nor  secured  from  Oermany's  Biiropean 
neighbors.  One  of  the  prisoners  taken 
In  yesterday's  outpost  affair  said  that 
while  Oermany  could  not  bo  conquered 
In  the  field,  she  would  bo  forced  to 
make  ^ace  because  of  her  failure  to 
obtain  esaential  supplies.  The  weather 
Is  excellent,  and  the  men  In  the 
trenches  are  In  good  health  and  fine 
spirits.  The  casualties  continuo  ex- 
tremely low.  ,

They  arO 
hurrying  home  at  the  cloae  of  their 
working  hours  to  take  an  early  dinner 
and  prepare  to  spend  the  evening  in  tha 
aecurlty  of  their  homes  or  in  the  greater 
safety  afforded  by  the  protection  of  tha 
subways,  the  baaemants  and  other  un- 
derground refugee.  Many  carry  wrapa 
and  food  and  make  themselves  as  com- 
foruble  aa  the  circumstances  will  per- 
mit In  ^ho  oorrldora  of  the  big  hotels. 
which  are  beiToifitng  a  favorite  placa  fof 
residents.  *' 

A  largo  proportion  of  paopla  obntlnue 
their  uaual  i»<»rk.  Last  night,  for  ex- 
ample, the  delivery  carts  continued  on 
their  rounds,  the  drivers  taking  cover 
when  the  bombardment  became  Intanaa, 
only  to  proceed  when  the  guna  at  Inter- 
vals ceased  firing. 

Just  as  the  guns  began  to  roar,  an 
ambulance  train  with  wounded  from 
France  arrived  at  the  .London  station.

"Last  nlcht  enemy  airplanes  bombed 
the  town  of  Toul,  causing  losses. 

"Bastern  theatre.  Oct.  1. — There  was 
moderate  artillery  action  In  the  region 
of  the  Vardar  and  Doiran.  Patrol  en- 
counters took  place  near  Noxes." 
The  afternoon  report  eays: 
"There  waa  marked  activity .  of  the 
artillery  over  the  whole  Aisne  front, 
especially  in  the  sector  of  Craonne. 
Two  enemy  attacks,  one  north  of  Braye- 
cn-Laonis,  the  other  in  the  region  of 
Ailles,  were  without  result. 

"In  the  region  northwest  of  Rhelms, 
our  artillery  dispersed  enemy  concentra- 
tions. 

'■On  the  right  bank  of  the  House 
nivfcr.  in  the  Verdun  region,  the  artil- 
lery activity  waa  very  Intense  during 
tlie  night  from  Samogneux  as  far  as 
Besenvaux.  German  troops  made  two 
efforts  to  recapture  our  trenches  In  the 
Beaumont  sector.  Our  lire  cheeked  them 
each  time,  Inflicting  appreciable  losses. 
"Elsewhere  the  night   was  calm."

"Western  theatre — Front  of  Crown

Political  Agitators,  With  Help 
of  Local  Regiments,  Gain 
Control  of  Tashkent— Sup^ 
pressive  Measures. 


PETROGRAD,  Oct.  3.— A  revolytlon- 
ary  movement  Is  in  progress  in  Tur- 
kestan. General  Cherkses,  commander 
of  the  district,  has  been  attacked  and 
beaten. 

A  temporary  revolutionary  committee 
has  been  organized  to  take  all  power. 
Parts  of  two  regiments  Joined  In  a 
counter-revolutionary   move. 

Government  diapatches  describe  the 
revolt  aa  increasingly  serious.  Irre- 
sponsible elements  among  the  troopa 
have  obtained  control  of  the  military 
and  seised  the  officers.  The  people  are 
in  panle. 

The  Minister  ef  the  Interior  says  he 
is  not  alarmed,  and  is  confident  the  dis- 
turbances  aoon    will   be   quelled. 

The  seml-afflclal  news  agency  Issued 
the  following  statement  on  the  Tur- 
kestan situation: 

"Politieal  aglUtors,  with  the  support 
of  the  two  local  regiments,  took  over 
the  administration  of  Tashkent  (capital 
of  Ruaslan  Turkestan)  and  announced 
that  they  no  longer  recognised  the  Pro- 
\laianal  Government  The  Muasulman 
population,  which  disapproved  of  the 
towns  masters,  rose  in  revolt,  and,  aid- 
ed by  the  pupils  of  the  military  aca- 
demy, occupied  the  fortress. 

The  Government  has  appointed  the 
commander  of  the  troops  at  Zasan,  East- 
ern European  Russia,  General  Korov- 
nitchenke,  commander-general  of  Turke- 
stan, and  has  placed  at  his  disposal 
sufficient  troops  to  suppress  the  dis- 
orders." 


Russian. Turkestan  is  composed  of  four 
provinces  In  Central  Asia  extending 
westward  to  the  Caspian  Sea.  It  haa  an 
area  of  430,000  square  miles  and  a  pop- 
ulation of  about  •,•36,000,  The  major-

OTTAWA.  Oct.  2.— One  man  in  Ave 
only,  comlns  within  the  flrat.  class  of 
recruits,  will  be  called  to  the  colors  un- 
der  the  MlllUry  Service  Act  Estimates 
show  that  at  the  present  time  there  are 
493,117  bachelors  in  Canada,  between  the 
aces  of  20  and  34.  Consequently  out  of 
every  Ave  men  in  the  claas.  one  will  be 
called  and  four  will  be  left  at  home. 

It  Is  pointed  out  that  any  man  bona 
flde  encased  in  the  production  of  food 
or  any  article  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  war  probably  will  be  found  en- 
titled to  exemption,  as  will  also  any 
man  havlns  llnancial.  bualncss  or  do- 
mestic obllBations  of  an  Mceptlonal 
character,  or  who  suffers  from  ill- 
health. 

The  man  wno  deliberately  neclects  to 
comply  with  the  act  will  forfeit  any 
rlKht  to  eiemptlon.  He  will  also  lose 
the  chance  that  he  has,  even  If  not  ex- 
empted, of  belnr  one  of  those  whose 
services  may  not  be  required  because 
the  whole  100,000  men  authorized  by  the 
law  have  been  provided  without  his  be- 
ln(   called    upon.

SPEAKS  OF  WAR 


Tells  South  African  Party  Con- 
gress That  Allies  Must  Fight 
On  to  Secure  Permanent 
Peace — ^Scores  Nationalists. 


LONDON,  Oct.  2.— (By  OtUwa  Rou- 
ter's Agency).— At  the  opening  of  the 
South  African  party  congress  at  Pre- 
toria. Chairman  Van  Heerden.  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  dealing  with  the  subject 
of  industries,  congratulated  the  country 
on  Its  great  prosperity. 

General  Botha,  In  the  course  of  his 
address,  emphasized  the  fact  that  the 
war  had  been  forced  upon  the  Allies, 
and  that  the  only  thing  to  do  now  waa 
to  nght  to  the  flniah.  An  Inconclusive 
peace,  he  said,  would  only  mean  an- 
other and  a  greater  war,  which  would 
constitute  a  great  menace  to  Africa. 

"Let  the  peace,"  he  stated,  be  one  of 
benefit  to  the  whole  world,  and  which 
will  enable  every  country  to  shape  its 
destiny  on  a  sound  tMisis." 

Referring  to  republican  propaganda 
in  South  Africa,  Premier  Botha  sUted 
that  the  people  of  South  Africa  lived 
under  a  constitution  which  granted 
every  kind  of  liberty.  It  now  seemed, 
he  said,  as  if  the  Nationalists  desired  to 
break  down  the  constitution  which  they 
had  themselves  helped  to  draft.  The 
Nationalists,  he  asserted,  were  not  in 
earnest,  but  only  wished  to  gain  a  few 
votes.  He  was«  second  to  none  in  love 
for  the  republican  system,  but  he 
warned  the  propagandist's  that  they 
were  playing  with  Are. 

In  conclusion  Premier  Botha  denied 
rumors  of  coalition  with  the  Unionists, 
maintaining  that  It  would  be  dangerous 
to  swap  horses  while  crossing  a  stream, 
and  dangerous  to  go  in  for  new  ventures 
when  the  main  object  should  be  to  see 
the  war  brought  to  a  successful  Issue. 


ENEMY  SUSTAINS 


SEIRE  LOSSES 


Mal<es  Desperate  Efforts  to 
Dislodge  British  Troops 
From  New  Positions  in 
Flanders — No  Success, 


BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE  AND  BELGIUM,  Oct.  2.— (By 
the  As.soclated  Press). — Once  mere  the 
Germans  have  essayed.  In  a  series  of 
counter-attacks,  to  break  the  new 
British  lines  between  Polygon  Wood 
and  Tower  Hamlets,  across  the  open 
road  to  the  south.  Again  they  have 
been  driven  back  with  heavy  losses. 
The  principal  result  of  the  bitter  at- 
tacks by  the  enemy  between  dawn  and 
mldda^y  has  been  the  merciless  shat- 
tering of  the  ranks  and  still  further 
advance  on  the  front  of  Polygon  Wood 
by  the  British,  who  pushed  their  line 
forward  a  hundred  yards  beyond  the 
fleeing   Germans. 

Thd  flrst  assault  was  delivered  at 
6:1,6  o'clock  this  morning.  The  enemy 
advanced  In  three'  waves  toward  the 
British,  but  immediately  met  with  such 
a  flerce  reception  from  rifle  and  artil- 
lery Are  that  he  was  compelled  to  re- 
tire. It  was  apparent,  however,  that 
tlie  Germans  were  not  through  with  the 
attempt,  and  the  Big  British  guns, 
turned  loose  such  an  avalanche  of 
shells  as  is  seldom  seen  along  the 
front. 

At  8:40  o'clock  the  Germans  surged 
forward  once  more,  and,  as  In  the 
early  attack,  were  turned  bark  by  the 
intense  Are  of  the  British.  Mesnwhlle 
the  British  artillery  was  hammering 
away  with  drumflre  Intensity,  shaking 
the  coal  mines  back  of  the  lines.  The 
German  guns  were  not  silent,  and  In 
the  midst  of  the  roar  of  the  British 
artillery  could  bo  heard  the  detona- 
tions of  heavy  enemy  shells. 

It  seemed  Impossible  that  another  at- 
tempt would  he  made  by  the  Germans 
In  the  face  of  .such  a  hurrlranc  of  steel, 
but  after  a  considerable  rest  they  ranie 
forward  once  moro.  Again  they  broke, 
and  this  time  ran  with  the  British  in 
hot  pursuit. 

The  BrltlHh  did  not  pause  until  they 
reached  a  point  one  Inmdred  yards  In 
advance  of  their  line,  where  they  rested, 

and     at  latest reaorts      were    holding 

flrmly. 

Hot  flghtlng  was  still  proceeding 
near  Cameron  House,  Ju«t  south  of 
the  eastern  extremity  of  Polygon  Wood, 
where  the  Germans  succeeded  in  push- 
ing back  the  British  a  little.  This  was 
a  local  light  over  a  very  small  patch  of 
ground.  Further  German  attacks  are 
not  expected. 

Throughout  the  flght  German  aero- 
planes were  circling  low  over  the 
British  line  In  an  attempt  to  assist  their 
troops.

mnterlally  Increase  the  price.  It  la  re- 
coirnUed  that  there  la  a  aerloiis  ahort- 
ace  of  coal  In  the  northwestern  states 
and  that  it  Is  necessary  for  the  United 
.Statea  'fuel  controller  to  five  whatever 
relief  la  possibla  before  navigation 
clo«e«. 

In  reference  to  the  denial  of  a  report 
that  :4,000  tons  of  hard  coal  ware 
coming  to  Ontario  at  once  by  way  of 
Buffalo.    It    is      pointed      out    that    the 


quantity  mentioned  should  have  baen 
34,000  cars.  This  amount  would  rapra* 
sent  approximately  one-quarter  of  tha 
yearly  importations  of  hard  coal, 
whereas  24,000  tona  would  be  only  a 
fraction  of  tha  amount  required.

There  is  much  that  calls  for  support 
In  this  programme,  and  the  only  regret 
Is  that  the  Allied  Labor  representatives 
did  net  signify  how  tbe  ends  in  view  aM 
to  be  aooempllsbed.  The  abolition  of 
•II  roilltarlam,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  the 
butcome  of  this  war,  but  it  will  be  only 
If  Germany  is  eoundly  defeated  and  her 
aovernment  swept  out  of  power.  It 
has  been  olatmed  that  secret  diplomacy 
hea  led  to  ware  in  the  past.  Undoubt- 
edly there  is  a  good  deal  In  this  view, 
but  at  the  same  time  secret  diplomacy 
iMa  also  prevented  wars.  On  the  wholes 
we  tbink  that  the  parliaments  of  tbe 
dlKerent  ceuntrJes  should  be  kept  ad- 
viaed  of  diplomatic  exchanges,  and 
there  ahould  be  no  aecrat  treaties  with- 
out the  sanction  of  the  peoplea  involved. 
Aa  to  the  restoration  of  liberty  to  the 
people  who  have  been  violated  and  op- 
pressed In  this  war,  there  Is  unanimity 
of  thought  In  the  Allied  , countries. 
Britain  is  ngbtlng  for  tbe  Independence 
of  amall  national  l.tlea,  but  la  deter- 
mined that  In  the  future  it  wUl  be 
gonntateed  by  sonethlng  more  binding 
than  a  aorap  of  paper.  With  Allied 
I^abor's  plea  for  Freedom  of  Trade  we 
oannot  olaim  to  agree.  It  la  a  matter 
for  each  nation  to  decide.

There  are  too  mmnr  platitudes  being 
uttered  about  the  new  world  whlcb  this 
war  win  bring  into  existence.  It  ia 
an*  thing  te  bring  Into  being  a 
League  of  Natlona  pledged  to  mutual 
defence  agalnat  a  common  enemy.  It 
Is  '  quite  another  to  hold  together  a 
League  of  Nations  In  times  of  peace 
when  they  are  competing  agalnat  each 
other  Industrially,  eommerelally  and 
flnanclally.  The  finding  of  any  court 
authorised  to  compoae  dllferencea  tbat 
might  arlae  In  timea  of  peace  might  be 
treated  aa  a  sorap  of  paper,  even  If 
backed  up  by  what  might  be  termed  in- 
ternational force.  If  one  of  the  great 
natlona  rebelled  agalnat  a  decision  In 
which  It  felt  it  had  been  wronged,  its 
people  might  be  perfectly  willing  to  put 
the  matter  te  the  arbitrament  of^  the 
sword.  If  they  did.  there  Is  no  reason 
to  suppose  that  the  rest  of  the  world 
would  combine  to  keep  the  peace.  Just 
as  in  the  preaent  war,  the  world  would 
be  split  In  twain.  Nations  of  kindred 
Interests,  with  racial  ties,  strongly 
bound  up  by  commercial  intetcourae, 
would  league  themselves  together  to^ 
defy  the  rulings  of  any  international 
court  that  could  be  created. 

We  have  every  consideration  for  tbe 
opinion  of  labor  as  a  body,  but  think 
that  in  some  directions  our  worklngmen 
do  not  vision  world  affairs  from  the 
broader  aspect,  do  not  take  Into  account 
the  question  of  national  ideals  and  pas- 
sions.    We  wonder,  do  they  realise  that 


men  of  the  past,  and  tbat  is  why  we  say 
If  be  triumpbe  he  wlU  have  earned  a 
repuuttoa  ■sco»i  tajiooe  la  hiatery.      To 


there  are  conflicting  bodies  of  public 
opinion  existing  among  the  nations  that 
will  set  at«deflance  any  strait-laced  doc- 
trines of  how  the  world  should  be  con- 
ducted.  Russia  is  a  pretty  good  exam- 
ple of  what  we  mean.  It  Is  at  present 
a  topsy-turvcydora  of  ldeas>  There  is 
no  settled  public  opinion  of  how  the 
country  ahould  be  governed.  The  Rus- 
siamr  are  hopelessly  divided  In  their 
wa»  alms.  Those  who  are  the  keenest 
supporters  'of  internationalism  want 
Immediate  peace,  and  yet  they  would 
leave  the  force  all-powerful  which 
would  make  Internationalism  a  myth. 
What  is  going  to  happen  after  the  war 
must  be  left  to  the  wisdom  of  states- 
men who  can  be  depended  upon  to  In- 
terpret the  will  of  the  countries  they 
represent  at  the  Peace  Conference. 
Judged  from  the  present  outlook,  there 
is  only  one  way  In  which  the  Allies 
could  Insure  tbat  In  the  future  Germany 
would  do  what  the  rest  of  the  world 
wants  her  to  do.  That  Is  by  garrison- 
ing her  towns,  by  preventing  her  raising 
an  army,  and  by  Interfering  with  all  bcr 
internal  affairs.  The  fallacy  of  this 
course  is  shown  by  harking  back  to  the 
time  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars.  Napo- 
leon garrifoned  German  towns  until  ho 
collected  the  indemnity  he  sought.  He 
tlien  withdrew  his  troops,  and  immedi- 
ately Prussia  rose  again  against  him 
and  remained  his  enemy  until  his  flnal 
defeat  at  Waterloa 

It  Is  comforting  in  the  extreme  to  be- 
lieve that  this  will  be  the  last  of  all 
wars.  It  will  be  a  magnlflcent  achieve- 
ment of  statesmanship  if  ways  and 
means  can  be  found  to  insure  universal 
peace.  But  the  history  of  3,000  years 
offers  not  a  single  guarantee  or  hope 
that  mankind  can  eliminate  war.  All 
experience  has  shown  that  the  surest 
safeguard  against  hostilities  Is  prepared- 
ness. That  means  standing  armies,  and 
yet  It  is  labor's  hope  that  these  will  lie 
abolished  fro  mthe  face  of  the  earth. 
It  is  everybody's  hope,  but  we  fear  that 
the  Tower  of  Babel  which  adequately 
reflects  opinions  In  the  world  today  will 
sllU  dominate  the  controversies  of  the 
future,  no  natter  how  much  we  wish 
that  it  could  be  otherwise. 


m  large  sslenl  we  have  cwne  to  regard 
the  Buaslalk  sKuailen  a*  a  great  sovlv- 
logloal  problem,  for  hope  that  tbe  na- 
tion will  become  reeurgeat  in  the  war 
Is  swiftly  dying.  It  ts  well  for  the 
world  that  during  tbe  optbtlng  years  of 
the  struggle  RussU  played  her  part  so 
roagalOoeatly.  Kven  If  she  does  neitalng 
mora  her  seif-eaorMcIng  devotion  to  the 
Allied  cause  during  the  months  before 
she  was  torn  With  Internal  dissensions 
will  always  be  remembered  to  her  ever- 
lasting honor.  It  is  tbe  hope  of  all  free 
nations  that  her  strtiggle  for  internal 
liberty  will  succeed,  aat  It  la  the  pride 
of  tbe  rest,  of  tbe  Allies  to  put  forward 
greater  efforts  still  against  Germany  so 
aa  to  allow  Russia  time  to  adjust  her 
internal  dissensions.  There  is  only  one 
feeling,  and  tbat^is  profound  pity  for 
Russia's  sufferings  during  her  struggle 
towards  the  light.     *

M.  Kerensky  never  spoke  truer  words 
than  when  he  said  at  the  Moscow  Con- 
gress Uiat  he  would  have  to  trample  on 
his  dreams.  He  will  have  to  do  more 
than  this,  for  If  he  ia  to  emerge  from 
the  present  crisis  In  Russia;  he  must 
prove  himself  the  greatest  statesman 
known  to  history.

Dls- 
oatiafaotlon  In  the  Caucasus  Is  spread- 
ing. In  Turkestan  there  la  a  mInlaVure 
revolt.  A  rumor  has  spread  that  the 
Grand  Duke  Nicholas  has  disappeared 
from  bia  eaUte  in  tbe  Crimea  The 
Government  is  appointing  and  reap- 
pointing army  commanders,  while  the 
junta  still  rules,  or  appeaj-s  to  rule,  it 
Petrograd.  The  position  of  the  Am- 
bassadera  of  tbe  Allied  Powers  In  the 
capital  ts  becoming  a  dubious  one.  Al- 
ready they  have  found  It  necessary  to 
deny  that  they  are  taking  advantage  of 
Russia's  dltBcultlea  to  Ineure  the  inter- 
eats  of  ■  their  respeettve  countries. 
Never  since  the  time  ef  the  French 
Revolnttoa  baa  there  been  a  eltuatlon 
tbat  could  In  any  way  compare  with 
what  Is  happening  In  Russia.

U.  Kerenaky  confrsnta  a  task  greater 
than  #aa  ever  uodertalicn  by  any  etaUs-

Such  an 
analysis  of  the  industrial  Held  promises 
excellent  results.  There  is  a  publicity 
committee  connected  with  the  move- 
ment whfch  win  spread  Information  re- 
garding factory  growth  and  fhe  general 
Industrial  situation.  The  Idcd  Is  u 
splendid  one  to  promote  co-operation 
and  the  spirit  which  spells  progress. 


Correspondents  who  are  opposed  to 
the  establishment  of  salt  water  baths  In 
Victoria  would  rfo  well  to  restrain  their 
opposition  until  all  the  facts  of  the  new 
proposals  are  known.  They  may  be 
certain  that  no  civjc  expenditures  will 
be  undertaken  unless  adequate  returns 
are  assured.  This  Is  not  a  time  when 
we  can  afford  to  stand  still.  Other 
cities  have  not  ceased  to  progress  be- 
cause of  the  war.

Sir, — In  tbe  eelumas  ef  your  contem- 
porary of  yesterday'a  iasue  there  ap- 
peared a  lengthy  discourse  from  a  sur- 
priaing  source,  aa  an  appeal  to  belittle 
and  frustrate  the  Gospel  and  Grace  of 
Uod  aa  preached  at  Gospel  meetings, 
etc.,  on  tbe  empty  plea  of  hysteria  and 
^ttaer  foreign  excusea.  The  angelic  Joy 
over  that  Incarnation  nearly  20uo  yeara 
ago  was  because  unto  us  was  born  a 
Saviour,  Christ  the  Lord,  "who  for  us 
men  and  for  our  salvation  came  down 
from  heaven,"  such  are  tbe  strong  and 
terse  words  In  the  creed  of  the  Chris- 
tian age.  Only  from  the  works  of 
Beethoven  can  we  understand  and  right- 
ly appreciate  Beethovea.  Only  from  the 
^works  of  Shakespeare  can  we  duly  esti- 
mate tbe  Intellectual  powers  of  Shakes* 
peare.  If  this  be  true  of  our  celebrated 
men,  how  Inflnltcly  true  it  is  that  only 
froiu  God's  word  can  we  know  tlie 
things  that  pertain  to  God,  and  our  re- 
lationship to  Him.  and  of  salvation  and 
eternity. 

It  la  at  least  fortunate  for  tbe  be- 
liever In  Christ  tbat  bis  faith  does  not 
stand  in  the  wisdom  or  reasonings  of 
man,  which  with  God  Is  foolishness. 
Neither  In  the  ever  shifting  sands  of 
human  opinion  and  criticism,  or  In  the 
fanciful,  attractive  and  delusive  teach- 
ings that  rise  from  time  to  time,  with 
Us  many  unstable  followers,  who  are 
eager  to  gu  from  pllla^  to  post  for  any 
new  thing:  but  that  his  faith  is  firmly 
ll-xed  In  the  living  and  unchangeable 
word  of  Uod.  Jn  these  momentous  days 
,of  widespread  deleterious  teaching  and 
Christlcss  gospels  under  the  garb  uf 
religion,  it  is  moot  Important  tu  have 
the  assurance  that  our  relationship  and 
faith  in  the  Supreme  Being  In  this  life 
and  the  life  hereafter  Is  immutably 
fixed  in  divine  truths  above  the  babel 
volcco  of  human  opinions  and  conflict- 
ing philosophies.  Nothing  less  than  the 
very  word  of  God.  the  source  of  all 
such   truth,   will  sufllce. 

The  question  Is.  not  wh»f  man  may 
think  of  himself  in  his  relationship 
to  God,  for  Scripture  declares  the  na- 
tural man  recelveth  not  the  things  of 
the  Bplrlt  of  God;  Jjut  what  does  the 
AlnLlfihty  God  think  ef  us  In  His  reveU- 
tion  to  us  men,  and  what  does  He  de- 
clare us  to  be  In  ills  holy  sight,  that 
Is  the  only  true  standard  by  which  wo 
can  bring  ourselves  In  line  with  our 
correct  standing  before  Him.  ft  Is  sig- 
nlHcant  that  the  book  which  is  a  com- 
munication from  God  to  man  is  the 
only  one  which  states  with  authority 
that  all  men  are  by  nature  sinners,  and 
have  lost  their  likeness  to  Ood  In  which 
man  was  flrst  created,  and  since  all 
have  sinned,  all  must  necessarily  be  In 
need  of  salvation,  the  best  equally  with 
the  worst,  for  there  ia  no  difference — 
all  have  sinned  and  come  short  of  the 
glory  of  God.  This  makes  the  need  of 
salvation  to  a  lost  and  ruined  raoe.  In 
God's  Bight,  a  universal  one, 

'We  know  that  God  speaks  with  no 
uncertain  voice  when  He  declares  man 
to  be  a  fallen  creature,  also  predicts  in 
the  plainest  of  words  and  meaning  the 
inevitable  condemnation  for  those  who 
will  not  accept  His  deliverance  In  His 
salvation,  provided  at  such  on  Infinite 
cost.  God  being  Sioly  and  Just  cannot 
overlobl^  sin,  or  clear  the  guilty,  but 
must  condemn  It.  Ho  Is.  of  purer  eyes 
than  to  behold  Iniquity,  for  holiness  and 
sin  can  never  unite,  and  He  can  oijly 
behold  us  In  Christ.  .Since  God  is  also 
good,  compassionate,  rich  In  mercy  and 
love.  He  has  provided  the  only  way 
through  the  only  name  given  under 
Heaven  without  Infringing  on  His  holi- 
ness and  Justice,  to  grant  full  and  free 
P^don  for  all  who  will  accept  His  sal- 
vation.

There  is  not  to  be  found  one  aingle 
word  In  Scripture  that  Is  really  com- 
mendatory to  human  nature,  however 
refined  and  cirttured  It  be.  Christ  and 
His  apostles  w'ere  not  reformers,  they 
were  commissioned  to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel that  Christ  came  down  from  heaven, 
died  on   the  croag  a  vicarious     offering 

.the  salvation  of  which  avails  to  all 
who  will  believe  on  Hfm  according  to 
the  Scripture.  To  say  as  some  do.  It 
matters  not  what  wo  believe  as  long 
as  we  are  sincere  Is  not  only  a  danger- 
ous fallacy,  but  Involves  the  poorest 
of  logic;  many  are  sincere  In  prosecut- 
ing the  most  diabolical  deeds.

Sir. — Several  letters  have  appeared  In 
your  columns  from  time  to  time  wltb 
regard  to  tbe  Increased  cost  of  living 
which  all  sections  of  the  community 
ara  alike  feeling.  Some  sections  bave 
struck  for  higher  pay  and  have  suc- 
ceeded In  getting  an  advance,  but  It 
may  not  be  generally  knoa'n  tbat  the 
wivsa  of  men  serving  In  the  Canadian 
militia  have  to  make  do  on  a  a  "sub- 
sistance  allowance"  of  $13.86  per  month 
in  lieu  of  |2V  allowance  made  to  wives 
of  men  who  bav«  voluntarily  Joined  tbe 
Canadian  expeditionary  force  as  well  as 
to  those  whose  husbands  are  being  en- 
listed  under   the  Military   Service   Act. 

Now  how  is  it  possible  for  theae  wo- 
men to  manage  on  813.95  plus  what 
their  husbands  are  able  to  allow  them 
out  of  the  11.10  per  day  pay  which  they 
receive,  especially  when  there  are  sev- 
eral small  children  in  the  home,  as 
there  are  in  many  belonging  to  men  in 
the  Stii  Regiment,  Canadian  Garrison 
Artillery,  the  50th  Gordon  Highlanders 
and  No.  8  Field  Company,  Canadian  Rn- 
ginearsT  It  Is  hard  enough  for  those 
whose  husbands  are  N.C.O.'s  to  pay 
their  way  at  the  present  cost  of  living 
without  drawing  upon  private  means, 
even  without  a  family  to  maintain,  and 
almost  imnpselble  where  there  are  chil- 
dren to  bring  up,  but  for  the  Gunner, 
the  Sapper  or  tbe  Private's  wife  In  the 
Canaan  -Militia  It  must  be  quite  im- 
posslblo  without  going  Into  debt. 

Many  of  the  men  only  joined  the 
Militia  Regiments  In  order  to  train  for 
overseas  service,  and  during  the  war 
arff  as  mTJchmn^  Ticttve^BBTVlce  as  thtnre^ 
men  In  St.  Lucia,  Bermuda,  or  else-' 
where.  Many  of  our  garrison  men.  I 
am  told,  have  recently  tried  to  transfer 
to  such  units  Rs  the  Flying  Corps,  tbe 
Army  Medical  Corps,  the  Army  Service 
Corpa  and  the  Foresters,  as  well  as  to 
the  Regulars,  but  their  transfers  h4ve 
been  refused. 

We  all  realize  that  men  are  needed 
for  our  Coast  defence  and  for  -guard 
duties,  but  It  does  not  seem  to  be  real- 
ized by  the  authorities  thi^t  the  wives 
and  families  of  these  men.  whom  they 
retain  for  these  duties  and  to  whom 
they  refuse  transfers  to  overseas  units, 
are  entitled  to  at  least  the  $20  subsist- 
ance  allowance  granted  to  the  wives  of 
men  in  the  C.U.K..  especially  so  as  they 
receive  no  Patriotic  assistance. 

I  understand  that  an  attempt  has 
been  made  to  secure  for  the  wives  of 
the  men  In  the  Canadian  Militia  this 
$20  for  some  time  past,  but  without  re- 
sult, and  therefore  for  the  sake  of  those 
who  are  not  placed  as  I  am.  I  venture 
to  make  existing  conditions  more  wide- 
ly known.  In  the  hope  that  something 
may  be  done.

Sir, — Can't  you  "can"  letters  criticis- 
ing the  Halt  Water  Swimming  Bath  pro- 
ject until  the  committee  makes  Us  re- 
port as  to  Its  feasibility,  unlesa  these 
contributors  criticise  in  a  constructive 
sense? 

Of  wliat  practical  value  can  this  kind 
of  captious  and  destructive  criticism 
be?  The  committee  has  not  worked  out 
the  details  of  the  project.  How  can 
anyone,  at  this  stage.  Judge  of  its  merits 
or  demerits.  When  it  Is  considered 
that  two  at  least  of  the  writers  of  these 
knocking  letters  held  principal  parts 
in  the  small  anvil  chorus  that  was  rais- 
ed against  advertising  ^he  charms  of 
Victoria  to  tho  world,  which,  notwith- 
standing their  pessimistic  utterances, 
has  had  the  effect  of  fllllng  our  hotels 
and  apartments,  and  stiffening  realty 
values,  it  is  seen  that  their  opii^lons 
arc    utterly   worthlesa 

It  Is  plea-ling  to  note  that  the  ma- 
jority of  our  substantial  citlsens  now 
realise,  as  those  of  other  localities 
which  have  become  live  and  throbbing 
centres  had  to,  tTiat  a  city  grows  and 
expands  (a)  because  its  Inhabitants  are 
determined  to  make  It  do  so,  (b)  that 
this  determined  effort  Is  brought  about 
by  creating  a  spirit  of  optimism  and 
unseUlHli  service  In  a  broad  sense,  (c> 
that  anything  that  does  not  contribute 
to  the  creating  and  fostering  of  that 
spirit  should  be   tabooed. 

The  Hoard  of  Trade,  In  conjunction 
with  other  seml-publl^  bodies^  are  now 
engaged  in  working  along  these  lines 
and  receiving,  passing  on  and  project- 
ing projects  of  a  concrete  nature  that 
are  directed  to  the  upbuilding  of  Vic- 
toria. As  our  publicity  work  Is  bring- 
ing to  this  city  many  people,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  an  effort  must  he  made  to 
hold  them  hero.  Los  Angeles  has  be- 
come the  largest  city  on  the  Paclflc 
slope  by  the  adoption  of  similar  meas- 
ures. The  proposed  Salt  Water  Swim- 
ming Rath  Is  only  one  Item  of  a  com- 
prehensive scheme,  and  if  it  Is  found  on 
examination  by  mechanical  and' financial 
experts  to  be  Impractical,  no  doubt 
something  else  of  a  concrete  nature  will 
be    resorted    to. 

A  newspaper  Is  a  powerful  adjunct 
In  the  fostering  of  this  aplrlt  of  prog- 
ress. Cannot  ours  be  relied  on  to  keep 
out  of  their  columns,  as  some  Journals 
In  other  centres  do,  communications 
that  merely  criticise  a  worthy  purpose 
without  offering  an  alternative  bene- 
ficial  remedy   for  existing  conditions? 

These  kind  of  letters  are  most  harm- 
ful; they  generate  distrust,  a  spirit  of 
retrogression,  unwarranted  ausplclon.

VETERANS  WANT  NO 
CLASS  DISTINCTION 


Those  Who  Fought  Together 
Can  A/Ieet  at  Home  on  Same 
Plane,  Declares  Mr.  H,  W. 
Hart. 


The  Great  War  Veterans  last  night 
declared  war  on  members  of  the  asso- 
ciation who,  it  is  alleged,  have  been 
preaching  class  distinction  and  also  in- 
sinuating that  the  oflloers  have  been,  or 
are  being,  paid  for  their  services. 

"The  belief  that  there  Is  room  for  the 
creation  of  class  distinction  In  the 
Great  War  Veterans'  Association  and 
that  its  offlcers  are  making  money  Is 
absolutely  erroneous,"  declared  Vice- 
President  H.  W.  Hart  during  the  gen- 
eral Jneeting  In  the  Belmont  Building. 
"This  ought  to  be  apparent  to  every- 
one, but  it  l8«a  fact  that  rumors  are 
atill  being  circulated  which  cannot  help 
but  greatly  harm  the  purpose  of  the 
association. 

"To  think  of  class  distinction  gain- 
ing a  foothold  In  an  organisation  of 
this  kind  where  comradeship  is  the  one 
great  binding  link  is  absurd.  Those 
Who  fought  in  Prance  aide  by  aide  and 
suffered  together  the  hardship  of  ac- 
tive service  should  be  willing,  and  I  am 
sure  they  are  willing,  to  meet  here  to- 
gether on  the  aame  plane  as  they  did 
overseas.  What  does  it  matter  what 
rank  a  man  holds  In  life  ao  long  as  his 
heart  Is  white?

"Aa  regards  the  charge  that  the  offi- 
cers of  the  association  are  receiving 
pay,  I  can  say  that  not  one  of  us  has 
made  a  cent  out  of  the  organisation. 
Bverything  on  our  vttX.  has  been  honor- 
ary; all  we  have  got  Is  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  headaches  and  kicks.  Those  who 
think  the  association  la  a  grafting 
house  had  better  keep  out  They  are 
harming  the  association,  themselves 
and  their  comrades  who  are  fighting  in 
the  trenches." 

Comraae  Douglaa  Campbell  moved 
that  any  member  suspected  of  spread- 
ing such  reports  about  should  be 
brought  before  an  investigating  com- 
mittee and  requested  to  prove  his 
charges  or  be  ruled  out  and  asked  for 
his  resignation,  if  need  be.

"Dirty  theological  reprobates"  who  in- 
dulge in  higher  criticism,  drew  the  Are 
of  Dr.  French  E.  Oliver  In  his  sermon 
at  the  Tabernacle  last  night  One 
thousand  persons,  more  t'han  half  fill- 
ing the  big  building,  applauded  and 
cried  "amen"  to  many  of  hla  pointed 
remarks.

In  his  prayer  Dr.  Oliver  made  a 
special  plea  for  the  saving  of  "wicked 
Victoria,  sinful  Victoria,  the  wealthy  of 
Victoria,  and  th«  socisty  people  of  Vic- 
toria who  are  so  wicked." 

Dr.  Oliver  based  his  remarks  on  "The 
effectual  prayer  of  a  righteous  man 
avalleth  much."  giving  a  deal  of  his 
attention   to  the  higher  critics.

PRICES  FOR  POTATOES 


Foo((^  Production  and  Conser- 
vation Committee  Forward 
Important  Resolutions  to 
Food  Controller, 


The  Immediate  flxins  of  a  minimum 
price  for  potatoes  and  steps  to  the  end 
that  tjiera  may  be  a  more  equitable  con- 
trol of  costs  Incidental  to  the  handling, 
storage  and  distribution  of  food  pro- 
ducts, WOQB  recommendations  contained 
In  two  Important  resolutions  paaaad  by 
the  Provincial  Food  Production  and 
Conaarvatlon  Committee  which  met  y^u- 
terday  at  the  Department  of  Aarlcul- 
ture.  LeslslatiTa  Buildtnaa.  The  com- 
mittee, which  was  recently  organised  on 
the  suggestion  of  the  Federal  Food  Con- 
troller, Hon.  J.  W.  Hanna.  dlacuascd  the 
two  reaolutlona  before  It  at  yesterday 
mornlng'a  session  and  after  approval 
thereof  ordered  that  they  be  forwarded 
to  the  Food  Controller  as  suggestions 
for  the  better  production  and  conserva- 
tion of  foodstutfs  In  British  Columbia. 
The  resolutions  were  as  follows: 

"That  this  committee  strongly  urge 
that  immediate  action  be  taken  to  flx  a 
minimum  price  «f  potatoes,  the  mini- 
mum price  recommended  being  $20  per 
-ton  f.o.b.  shipping  point  for  Held  run 
not  less  than  two  ounces.  The  price 
for  sorted  and  sacked  potatoes  weigh- 
ing not  less  than  three  ounces  to  be  125 
to  m  per  ton,  according  to  grade  and 
quality." 

The  second  resolution  was  as  fol- 
lows:— 

"Whereas  the  difference  in  price  paid 
to  the  producer  and  that  by  the  con- 
sumer is  largely  responsijale  for  the 
high  cost  of  living,  be  It  resolved,  that 
this  committee  strongly  recommends 
that  steps  be  taken  ^by  the  Food  Con- 
troller whereby  the  costs  incidental  to 
the  handling,  storage  and  distribution 
of  food  products  will  be  equitably  re- 
gulated and  controlled."

At  the  afternoon  session  of  the  com- 
mittee the  question  of  advertising  the 
movement,  which  it  is  intended  to  make 
Province-wide,  a  committee  composed  of 
Mr.  James  Forman,  president  of  the 
Victoria  Board  of  Trade;  Mr.  B.  W. 
Greer,  president  of  the  Vancouver 
Board  of  Trade/  and  Miss  Crease,  of 
Victoria,  was  appointed  to  interview  the 
provincial  government  with  a  view  to 
having  it  contribute  to  the  cost  of  the 
work.  The  food  controller's  office  had 
offered  to  contribute  one-half  of  the 
money  required  for  an  advertising 
campaign  up  to  |7,770  and  It  is  hoped 
that  the  province  will  give  the  other 
half. 

An  active  campaign  of  education  will 
be  inaugurated  with  a  view  to  bringing 
to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  the 
province  the  imperative  necessity  of 
conserving  food  stuffs.  With  that  end 
in  view  the  committee  decided  to  order 
60,000  pledge  cards  and  an  equal  num- 
ber of  house  cards,  this  material  to  be 
distributed  through  various  civic  or- 
ganizations and  in  the  rural  districts, 
through  the  Women's  Institutes  so  that 
it  may  come  into  the  hands  of  every 
householder  in  the  province. 

The  conserving  of  grain  will  be  a 
question  to  be  Investigated  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Cook,  of  Vancouver,  who  was  named  a 
committee  to  report  upon  the  amount 
of  grain  being  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  liquor  and  to  investigate  the  frhole 
question  of  the  manufacture  of  whole 
wheat  flour,  the  idea  of  the  committee 
being  that  it  may  be  possible  to  use 
local    wheat. 

Considerable  discussion  occurred  on 
the  question  of  loss  In  cold  storage,  but 
no  action  relative  thereto  was  taken,  as 
already  a  member  of  the  organization, 
Mr.  Charlea  McDonald,  of  Vancouver,  Is 
Investigating  the  subject. 

Bivarffeat  PoiatB  of  Tlew 

At  the  afternoon  session  a  brief  talk 
was  given  by  Professor  Day,  professor 
of  animal  husbandry  at  the  Guelph 
Agricultural  College,  who  emphasized 
tho  difficulties  which  confront  the  food 
controller  in  view  of  the  many  diver- 
gent Ideas  upon  the  subject.  The  peo- 
ple in  the  dldffcrent  walks  of  life,  he 
stated,  look  at  things  from  different 
points  of  view.  The  producer  had  not 
the  same  point  of  view  as  the  consumer. 
For  Instance,  there  has  been  a  persis- 
tent sigitation  to  prohibit  tho  slaughter 
of  calves,  a  suggestion  wliich,  on  the 
face  of  it,  looked  reasonable  to  many 
who  have  not  the  tribulations  of  .the 
farmer  or  livesteck  man  to  face.  But 
the  fact  was  that  a  large  number  of' 
calves  do  not  pay  for  the  trouble  and 
expense  of  raising  them  and  should  be 
slaughtered.  A  great  deal  of  alarm  lia.H 
been  created  by  the  public  attention  be- 
ing called  to  the  number  of  calves  on 
the  market,  duo  to  the  fart  that  many 
that  would  be  killed  and  buried  when 
born  are  being  offered  for  sale  owing  to 
prevailing  high  prices.  The  fact  Is. 
Professor  Day  stated,  there  is  as  much 
livestock  on  the  farm  now  as  formerly. 
The  difficulty  Is  to  pass  regulations  af- 
fecting any  particular  group  of  animals, 
unless  there  is  \ppointed  a  staff  of  com- 
petent inspectors.  Then  some  people 
claim  young  lambs  should  not  be  slaugh- 
tered until  one  or  two  years  old.  While 
It  was  true  that  the  raising  of  the  Iambs 
would  produce  more  mutton  and  wool, 
the  ultimate  result  would  be  to  discour- 
age raising  of  sheep  at  all,  for  as  soon 
as  It  la  Insisted  that  a  man  must  not 
follow  a  profitable  course  he  will  cut 
down  on   his  production. 

Kurt  Viutaul  Prodaeer 
"There  Is  only  one  way  to  Increase 
production^  said  Professor  Day.  "That 
Is  by  encouraging  the  producer.  We 
hear  about  the  farmers  making  money 
and  buying  motor  cars.  Well.  Heaven 
knows.  If  ever  a  man  needed  and  is  en- 
titled to  a  motor  It  la  tha  farmer  who 
ran  use  It.  There  Is  no  business  on 
earth  that  paya  a  lower  percentage  ou 
the  capital  Inreated  than  that  of  the 
average  farmer.  The  fact  that  he  is 
now  getting  more  money  rtlay  depend  on 
clreumstaacea.  It  Is  all  very  well  for 
the  people  to  cry  out  that  the  food  con- 
troller should  regulate  prices,  but  after 
all.  we  have  got  to  ^o  back  to  the  pro- 
ducer and  aee  that  he  ta  protected  to 
the  end  that  he  can  produce.  We  have 
no  more  rtffht  to  expect  the  farmer  to 
be  a  phllanthroplat  than  aay  other  per- 
eon.  It  doee  not  do  to  take  anap  judg- 
menta."

GREAT  LAND  AREAS 
AWAIT  SETTLEMENT 


Hon.  T.  D,  Pattullo,  Minister  of 
Lands,  Back  From  His  Nor- 
thern Trip— Hon  John  Oliver 
Also  Returns  From  Interior. 


stating  that  the  neceaalty  of  throw- 
ing open  tO'the  settler  the  great  areas 
along  the  line  of  the  U.  T.  P.  and  in  the 
I'eace  River  country  Is  appreciated  by 
the  Government,  and  that  at  an  early 
date  the  Government  policy  in  connec- 
tio  therewith  would  be  considered,  Hon. 
T.  D.  Pattullo,  Minister  of  Liands,  re- 
turned to  the  city  yesterday,  after  a 
month's  absence  during  which  he  ccom« 
ranted  Premier  Brewster  on  the  north- 
ern trip  to  the  Peace  River  section.  By 
reason  of  his  attendance  at  the  Reclam- 
ation Congress  held  on  Friday  and  Sat- 
urday of  last  week,  the  Minister's  ar- 
rival home  was  delayed  beyond  that  of 
the  Premier. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  expressed  himself 
ao  delighted  with  the  trip,  one  which 
permitted  him  to  get  into  touch  at  first 
hand  with  a  vast  section  in  the  develop- 
jnent  of  which  hla  department  will  be 
most  vitally  Interested.  lie  pointed  to 
the  fact  that  some  step  must  be  taken 
by  the  Government  whereby  the  great 
stretches  of  fine  agriculaural  land 
along  the  line  of  the  G.  T.  P.,  lands  now 
held  from  cultivation  by  reason  of  be- 
ing controlled  by  private  Individuals  or 
corporations,  may  be  thrown  open  to 
settlement,  for  it  is  only  upon  the  de- 
velopment of  those  areas  that  the  pros- 
perity of  the  northern  portion  of  the 
Province  can  be  based.  The  coloniza- 
tion of  the  vacant  areas  was  the  great- 
est and  most  Important  problem  before 
the  Province,  one  which  would  have  to 
be  dealt  with  at  once. 

The   results   of   the   large   forest   fires 
in  some  sections  of  the  North  were  seen 
by    the    travelers,    the    Minister    stating 
that    it    was    generally    understood    that 
the    fires   had    been    started    by   Indians 
who,    in    recent    years,    have    shown    too 
Kreat  a   disregard  of   the   laws  for   pro- 
tecting forests,  and  It  was  the  intention 
of  the  Government  to  make  an  example 
of  those  who  by  their  criminal  careless- 
ness have  occasionedjarreat  loss. 
Mob.  xr.  OltVer  Back 
Accompanying  the   Minister  of  Lands 
Irom   Creston    was   Hon.     John      Oliver, 
Minister    of   Agriculture,    who   was  also 
In   attendance   at    the   Reclamation   Con- 
gress.      Before    going    to    Creston,    the 
latter   opened   the  annual  fair  at  Grand 
Forks,  where  there  was  an  excellent  dis- 
play   of   products    of   the   district.      Con- 
cerning the  Creston  meeting,  the  Minis- 
ter of  Agriculture  sUted  that  it  had  ap- 
•  parently  been  arranged  with  the  idea  ol 
interesting    the    Provincial    Government 
in   the  reclamation   scheme   designed    by 
the   state   authorities   of  Idaho   and    the 
United    States    Federal    Government    to 
reclaim   lands  situated  on  both  sides  of 
the  international  boundary  between  Bon- 
ner's Ferry,   Idaho,  and  Kootenay   Lake. 
B.  C,   comprising   some   <6,000  acres,    of 
which    29,000    acres    are    on    the    British 
Columbia    side    of    the    boundary.        The 
ITnited    States    engineers,    on    behalf    of 
the    State    of    Idaho,    had    examined    ths 
iiltuatlon    and    of    eight    plans    prepared, 
only  one  had   met  with  the  approval, of 
the  United  States  engineers.     That  plan 
proposed  the  diversion  of  the  waters  of 
the    Upper   Kootenay   at    Canal    flats   to 
the   valley   of   the  Columbia   River,   and 
the  construction   of  a  number  of  small 
dyking    areas    south    of    the    boundary, 
with   the   necessary  plant. 

The  Minister  declared  It  to  be  bin 
opinion  that  the  plan  approved  by  the 
engineers  from  across  the  line  was  ut- 
terly impracticable,  and  he  was  certain 
owners  of  lands  In  the  Columbia  Valley 
and  the  C.  P.  R.  would  never  agree  to 
It.  He  and  Hon.  T.  D.  Pattullo  took  the 
stand  at  the  meeting  that  all  reliable 
engineering  data  now  in  the  possession 
of  the  engineers  should  be  assembled, 
and  .steps  taken  to  supplement  It  where- 
ever  necessary.  In  order  that  It  might 
be  demonstrated  that  the  scheme  of  re- 
clamation was  economically  sound.  If 
that  could  be  done,  then  the  Provincial 
Government  would  be  justified  In  giv- 
ing  full  consideration  to  the  proposal  ot 
assisting  In  the  development  of  the 
plan.

From  this 
has  sprung  a  desire  to  aid  tha  soldiers 
abroad,  but  aapacially  thoaa  who,  hav- 
ing aerved  their  country  to  the  extent 
of  their  ability  hava  returned  to  our 
city.  The  need  for  such  sympathetic 
work  is  growlBg  day  by  day.  and  what- 
ever may  b«  dona  by  other  organlaa- 
tloas  tbara  la  still  room  for  all  that  the 
Women's  Canadian  Club,  whether  aa  a 
club  oi(  as  individuals,  can  acoompllab. 

A  more  important  duty  even  than 
tbts,  and  one  well  betttting  women  is 
needed  at  this  time.  There  are  divis- 
ions among  Canadians  which  must  be 
closed  if  our  country  is  to  become  real- 
ly great.  Some  of  these  are  scarcely 
perceptible  to  the  outsider.  They  are 
vague  prejudices  that  blind  our  eyes 
to  the  worth  of  those  with  whom  we 
ought  to  be  friends.  These  are  at  the 
root  of  the  little  cliquea  Ipto  which  so 
many  communities  are  divided.  They 
separata  old  (rienda  and  even  divide 
familMS.  They  form  a  aourco  of  weah- 
nesa  and  disunion  whioh  only  good  wo- 
men can  hinder  from  destroying  the 
aweetness  of  life.  It  will  be  something 
if  even  the  members  of  the  Women's 
Canadian  Club  In  our  own  city  unite 
to  oppose  the  influences  which,  how- 
ever inUnglble.  are  very  real  and  very 
«vll. 

There  are,  however,  as  all  know,  great 
hindrances  to  unity  in  the  country.  Is  it 
possible  for  the  women  of  the  Canadian 
Clubs  which  are  established  at  inter- 
vals from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Paclflc  to 
promote  a  true  Canadianiam  which  will 
help  us  all  to  understand  each  other 
better,  and  to  work  for  the  common 
good.  It  Is  In  such  ways  that  women 
can.  If  they  will,  do  &  great  deal  to- 
wards the  work  of  nation  building.  In 
this  city  of  ours  which,  on  account  of 
Its  situation  and  Ua  climate,  draws  to- 
gether people  from  all  parts  of  the 
Dominion  and  from  many  countries  of 
the  world,  there  is  more  room  and 
scope  for  such  effort  than  in  m&ny 
larger  cities.  To  make  it  an  object 
lesson  In  tolerance  and  in  co-operation 
as  well  as  In  a  larger  patriotism  to 
the  rest  of  Canada  is  worthy  of  the 
efforts  of  the  TV^knen's  Canadian  Club 
of  Victoria.

The  people  of  Victoria  will  be  asked 
by  the  Daughters  of  Pity  to  contribute 
on  Friday  to  the  upkeep  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Ward  of  the  Jubilee  Hospital. 

Never  before  has  this  society  begged 
for  Its  suffering  little  charges.  Its 
members  have  always  given  full  value 
for  what  they  have  received.  They  have 
held  a  Cinderella  Dance  at  Christmas 
time  where  Victoria  young  people  could 
enjoy  a  delightful  enterUlnment.  At 
the  agricultural  faira  they  were  suc- 
cessful caterers  and  no  garden  parties 
were  more  popular  than  theirs. 

For  three  years  they  have  found  that 
all  these  means  of  raising  funds  were 
prevented  by  the  war.  They  'have 
seught  in  vain  for  substitutes.  At  first 
they  were  not  greatly  concerned.  They 
had  a  substantial  balance  In  the  bank 
and  a  good  store  of  supplies.  Every 
mother  In  Victoria  will  understand  that 
sick  children  must  be  supplied  with 
abundance  of  linen  and  bedding,  and 
that  if  not  replenished  regularly  closets 
will  become  empty.  Perhaps  the  girls 
did  not  know  thla  so  well. 

It  was  not  hard  In  the  Spring  when 
they  wore  told  that  the  whole  ward 
must  be  done  over  and  that  new  furni- 
ture must  bo  bought  and  to  authorize 
the  treasurer  to  furnish  the  money  re- 
quired. Tho  society  felt  fully  rewarded 
when  its  members  saw  how  pretty  the 
room  was.  To  know  that  tho  little  ones 
were  as  comforUble  as  they  could  bo 
on  the  new  beds,  to  see  the  eyes 
brighten  as  they  looked  at  the  pretty 
friezes  that  ran  round  the  room  glad- 
dened many  of  their  hearts.  By  tho 
Fall,  they  hoped,  the  war  would  be  over, 
and  thankful  cltlsens  would  be  ready 
for  the  old  entertainments.  Thla  has 
not  come  to  pass.  Soon  the  little  suf- 
ferers will  need  warm  nlghtgowna  and 
the  Daughters  of  Pity  have  no  money 
to  buy  material.  Sheets  and  pillow- 
cases, blankets  and  counterplanes  are 
wearing  out.  Some  of  the  pretty  dishes 
have  been  broken.  How  are  theae  to 
be  replaced? 

This  Is  the  queetlop  the  girls  have 
asked  each  other.  The  only  anawer  they 
could  find  wma  to  go  to  the  cItUens  and 
aak  each  to  give  a  little  towards  re- 
plenishing the  stores.  It  la  oasy  to 
see  that  the  Idea  of  a  Tag  Day  la  not 
one  which  the  socreUry  looka  forward 
to  with  pleaaure.  She  and  her  fellow- 
workers  would  far  rather  have  found 
some  other  way  of  raising  money. 

After  all,  though,  it  is  not  unfitting 
that  the  many  father*  and  mothers 
whose  chUdren  ara  well  and  happy 
should  give  a  little  to  help  tho  sick 
babies  and  the  older  chUdren  who  in  our 
public  hOBpital  are  spending  l»ng  days 
and  dreary  nights  In  that  patient  suf- 
fering   which    In   little   children    la   lo 

pitiful.

eral preceding  combinations  in  the 
aeries,  they  are,  nevertheless,  strong  ag- 
gregations which  appear  to  be  evenly 
matched.

(^  Haan)«h  Council  last  nisht  refused  » 
iwiijetit  from  th«  Board  of  School  Trus- 
teeti  for  a  sntrit  of  9S00  to  be  expended 
tn  putting  the  Krounde  of  the  various 
sdiools  in  shape  (or  next  Summer,  when 
It  was  the  intent^  of  the  newly  ap- 
iminted  superintendent  of  a«rt«ultural 
Instruction  to  teach  the  chlldcen  what 
could  be  done  by  dry  farmlns'  in  the 
district.  * 

An  soon  as  the  letter  from  the  board 
was    read   Councillor   Jones   moved   that 
tlie       raquest  be  refused,  and  was  sup- 
liorUd   by  Councillor  Carey.     Councillor 
Saunders   stated   thfit    while   he   was    iu 
sympathy   with   the   general   Idea  of  the 
request,  as  the  work  should  bo  done  now 
If  it  was  to  be  done  at  all,  he  felt  that, 
It  would  only  be  throwing  away  money, 
for  all   the   good   done  during  the  term, 
while    the    work    was   under    the   eye   of 
the  teachers,    would   be   nullified   by   the 
lack    of    attention    during    the    Hummer 
liolidays.     Another   thing  In  his  opinion 
was    that   it    was  a   wrong  principle;   in 
his    dlHtrlct    the    leMldcnts   got    out   and 
Jld     tlie     work     themselvee.

The  other  day,  that  Is  to  say,  -a  week 
or  two  ago,  the  Qermans  began  to  bom-

It  was  Jn 
a  big  hall  of  sticks  and  canvas,  which 
holds  600  men.  and  la  ao  designed  that 
It  can  be  removed  and  put  up  elsewhere 
in  a  couple  of  days;  600  men  were  there 
packed    tight,    and    with    all    eyes    fixed 
with  fascination  upon  the  little  lighted 
stage,    where    there   was     a     world    of 
comedy  and   song,   which  witched   these 
men's    souls    away    from   war — the    war 
zone  not  far  away  as  gun  range  goes.

When    I    came    out    of    this    soldiers' 
theatre  the  night  aky  was  Ailed  with  the 
Hashing    of    the    shells    and    with    the 
white    glare   of   lights    going    up   along 
the  lines.     The  men  came  out  Into  the 
darkness  and  went  back  to  billets  and 
camps,    and    they    were    whistling    and 
humming   the   songs     they     heard,   and 
laughing  still  at  the  thought  of  a  trick 
cyclist,  who  rode  his  bike  any  old  way 
with   marvellous   skill,  and   the   fearful 
grimaces  of  the  tenor  and  the  baritone 
who  had  done  a  duet  scene  out  of  one 
of  Verdi's  operas  as  well  as  one  could 
hear   It  on   a  London  stage.     The  men 
whistled  with  the  shrUl  siren  blasts  to 
their  appreciation  of  the  high-class  stuff 
but,  of  course.  It  was  the  laughter  men 
liked  most,  and  they  had  their  fill  of  It 
when    a    tall,    droll-faced    Jock    played 
"simpleton"     sublimely,     and     when     a 
ralmlc  Charlie  Chaplin  twirled  hia  ridic- 
ulous hat.

Men  Resume  Work  on  Steef 
Ships  for  Munitions  Board 

— Pending  Final  Arrangenfient 
Regarding  Wages. 


VANCOUVER.  Oct?  2.— No  definite 
settlement  of  U^e  question  of  wages 
was  reached  between  the  blacksmiths 
employed  at  tbe  John  Coughlan  ft  Sons' 
bhipyarda  and  the  company,  at  a  con- 
ference be^d  at  IV  o'clock  thla  morning, 
and  the  matter  was  laid  over  until 
Thuratf  <  /,  and  In  tha  meantime  the 
blacksmiths  will  return  to  work.  Con- 
siderable importance  attaches  to  the  ne- 
Kotlatlons  which  are  being  carried  on 
as  on  the  outcome  depends  whether  or 
not  there  will  be  another  tleup  of  the 
yards.  The  company  has  been  asked  to 
consider  a  30  per  cent  increase,  an  agree- 
ment to  thia  effect  having  been  pr«- 
sented  to  the  company  this  morning. 

It  was  as  a  result  of  a  meeting  of  the 
blacksmith's  union  held  Monday  nigbt 
that  the  company  whs  approached  to- 
oay.  The  report  of  Harry  Camilchael, 
who  repreaented  the  trade  at  a  confer- 
ence recently  held  at  Ottawa  early  last 
week  with  the  heads  of  the  Munitions 
Board,  was  heard. 

It  Is  understood  that  the  company  Is 
quite  willing  to  come  to  an  agreement 
with  the  nten  If  the  Munitions  Board 
will  guarantee  aufficient  additional 
profit  on  the  ahlps  which  are  being 
built  for  the  board  to  counterbalance 
the  increased  pay.  The  delegates  at  Ot- 
tawa were  told  to  return  home  and 
settle  upon  some  grounds  for  agreement 
with  tbe  company  and  then  tbe  matter 
will  be  furthet'  considered  by  the 
l>oard.  If  the  blacksmiths  should  de- 
cide to  go  out  op  strike  it  would  vir- 
tually affect  the  whole  yards,  as  other 
trades  would  automatically  refuse  to 
handle  thep  roduct  of  what  they  would 
consider  unfair  labor. 

On  Wednesday  night,  a  meeting  ot 
the  Metal  Trades  Council  will  be  held 
St  the  LAbor  Temple.  This  is  the  gov- 
erning body  of  the  boUermakers,  ma- 
chlnlstd,  engineer.^,  etc.  Mr.  Carmlchael 
will  report  further  on  the  Ottawa  con- 
ference, and  another  report  will  be  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  Duncan  McCallum.  the 
other  delegate  of  the  Council  to  the 
Kaat.

—Says  Governnfient  Prom- 
ises Subsidy  for  Steel  Plant

Mr.  H.  H.  Bla/irhet  who.  until  Juat 
prior  to  the  outbreak  of  war,  was  a 
resident  of  British  Columbia,  la  atlU 
agitating  in  tbe  Eastern  Canadian  pro- 
vlncaa  for  tbe  l>onualng  of  tha  woodea 
shipbuilding  irtdustry  on  a  plan  aema- 
what  almllar  to  that  Inaugurated  in  thla 
^rovlnea  by  tha  lata  Conaervatlve  Oov.^ 
brnnaent,  and  which  proved  so  successful 
in  Oncouraglag  and  developing  this  claas 
of  shipbuilding  here.  Is  now  in  Halifax 
after  an  interview  with  tbe  Hon.  J.  O. 
Hasen  at  Ottawa. 

Writing  to  The  Coloniat.  be  ststes 
that  although  the  minister  of  marine 
and  flsbarles  Is  not  at  present  in  favor 
of  bonuaing  wooden  and  steel  ships,  be 
has  promised  to  bonus  a  steel  plant  In 
Canada  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging 
the  manufacture  of  steel  ship  plates. 
Following  this  assurance,  Mr.  Blanchet 
Immediately  got  in  touch  with  the  di- 
reotora  of  the  Douinlon  Iron  &  Steel 
Company  at  Montreal  with  the  result 
Ohat  in  all  probability  something  deHnite 
will  be  heard  in  regard  to  the  establish- 
ing of  a  big  plant  In  Canada  in  the  very 
near  future. 

Although  pleasid  with  the  progress 
made  along  the  lines  of  establishing  a 
steel  mill,  Mr.  BIsnchet  still  maintains 
that  the  bonuaing  of  shipbuilding  should 
be  carried  out  and  he  .states  that  it  is 
only  by  a  publicity  campaign  that  It 
will  be  possible  to  succeed  In  obtaining 
from  the  Dominion  Qovernment  a  bonus 
of  ISO  a  ton  for  a  period  of  fifteen  yeara 
the  same  as  has  baen  In  force  In  New 
Foundland  for  some  yeara  now. 
Oaadttloa  lavroroa 

Mr.  Blanchet  aaya  he  told  the  raiUmen 
of  British  Columbia  before  the  war  that 
they  must  build  wooden  ships  if  they 
did  not  want  to  close  their  lumber  mills 
and  be  slates  tBot  hie  prediction  eame^ 
true.  Since  the  eonstruotlon  of  a  large 
fleet  of  wooden  vessels  has  been  under- 
taken In  the  province,  however,  follow- 
ing the  action  of  the  lata  Provincial^ 
Government  In  encouraging  shipbuilding, 
there  has  been  a  vast  improvement  in 
the  state  of  affairs. 

Aa  an  inatance  of  what  might  be  done 
in  tho  Kast,  Mr.  Blantihet  la  ahowing 
the  people  there  what  Britlab  Columbia, 
has  done  and  in  several  intOrviews  pub- 
llahed  in  eaatern  newspapers  photo- 
graphs of  the  Schooner  Mabel  Brown, 
the  first  auxiliary  schooner  launched  in 
this  Province  appear  ahowing  the  splen- 
did  vessel   in  full   sail. 

In  his  letter  to  The  Colonist  Mr. 
Blanchet  goes  on  to  say:  "The  grain 
growers  of  Canada  paid  out  In  excess 
freight  In  the  yea*  1916.  |50.000.000.  If 
they  bad  put  this  money  into  wooden 
achooners  of  say  700  to  1,000  tons,  built 
in  Victoria  in  1014-lS,  it  would  have 
meant  the  saving  of  thousands  of  lives 
of  our  soldiers  in  the  trenches  and  the 
shortening  of /this  war." 

"It  is  commercial  suicide  for  the 
grain  growers  not  to  own  their  own  ves- 
sels to  csrry  this  grain  from  Canada 
to  Europe  and  today  Is  the  time  to  start 
building  them,  the  saving  of  time  be- 
ing the  most  Important  thing  If  we  are 
to  win   this  war."

Rear-Admlral  Francis  T.  Bowles, 
manager  of  construction  of  the  emerg- 
eni'y  fleet  corporation,  who  presided, 
said,  "The  United  States  has  contracted 
for  5,500,000  tons  of  vessels,  and  all 
but  1,000,000  tona  would  be  of  steel.

THE  TIME  BALL 


The  following  eoromoBt  oa  the  aug- 
gaation  that  tbe  food  controllar  naigbt 
probtblt  tba  nanufaeture  and  aalo  of 
Ice  eream  aa  being  a  mere  luxury,  baa 
been  made  by  Mr.  *fem«8t  O.  Sherwood., 
manager  ot  tha  Fraaar  Valloy  MUk 
Preducera'  Aaao^tloa. 

"An  embargo  on  the  manufacture  of 
Ice  oraam  would  reduce  the  demand  for 
-butter  fat  and  cause  a  temporary  aur- 
ptua  of  milk.  This  would  bring  down 
tha  price,  but  it  would  be  only  for  a 
abort  time.  A  number  of  producera 
would  go  out  qt  busineaa  and  othera 
would  reduce  their  output,  whoroupon 
tha  reduction  of  the  supply  would  bring 
prices  up  again.  There  can  be  fio  per- 
manent reduction  In  the  price  paid  tbe 
farmer  for  milk  becauae  ba  la  working 
too  near  the  coet  of  production.  Kven 
today  he  flnda  that  It  would  pay  bim 
better  to  sell  his  turnips  and  other 
feed  and  diapoae  of  hia  dairy  stock 
than  to  put  the  crops  through  the  cow 
and  aell  them  in  the  form  of  milk.  The 
cow,  considered  as  a  milk  machine,  at 
the  present  prieea  of  the  foodstuffs  ahe 
requirps  and  at  tba  present  price  of 
milk,  is  actually  working  at  a  losa." 
Migk  ta  rood  Talaog 

Mr.  Sherwood  having  dispoaed  of  the 
propositloa  thst  depriving  children  of 
Ice  cream  delights  would  make  their 
bread  and  mllfc  leas  costly,  want  on  to 
point  out  that  this  would  ba  a  par- 
ticularly unfortunate  moment  to  out 
'off  ice  cream  in  British  Columbia. 

"Ice  cream,'  he  said,  "la  a  valuable 
food  and  the  money  apent  in  ice  cream 
ohtaina  a  larger  return  in  food  values 
than  in  the  case  of  many  other  food 
products.  Now  with  Prohibition  In 
cffert  the  ice  cream  counter  will  to 
some  extent  nil  the  place  hitherto  oc- 
cupied by  the  bar.  If  iee  cream  la  cut 
off  money' that  would  ba  spent  en  what 
Is  really  one  of  the  most  wholesome  of 
foods  will  be  used  to  buy  other  con- 
coctions, some  of  them  possibly  actual- 
ly deleterious,  and  none  of  tbem  aa 
well  worth  while  from  a  food  atand- 
point. 

"As  I  have  already  said,  the  produc- 
tion of  milk  would  be  reduced  and 
neither  milk  nor  butted  would  be 
cheaper,   except    for   a   very   short    time 

wbila    tha    adjustment    was    made. On 

the  other  hand,  when  tho  cost  of  pro- 
duction,  that  Is  f&odatuffs  and  labor, 
was  again  normal,  prices  would  remain 
high  because  of  a  shortage  of  dairy 
cattle.  Better  let  ths  manufacture  of 
Ice'  cream  go  on  and  keep  up  the  herda, 
I  think,  than  allow  the  herda  to  be 
killed  off  in  many  Instances  and  the 
price  of  milk  remain  high  during  the  ^ 
years  it  will  take  to  raise  dairy  cattle 
enough  to  meet  the  Increased  demand 
when  thjp  embargo  Is  lifted."

complimenting  them  on  the  great  Im- 
portance of  their  labors  in  this  time  of 
need  of  greater  production  and  Inoreaa- 
ed  labor  In  the  fields.

There  was  very  Uttle  trade  In  flax. 
and  No.  I  K.  W.  C.  waa  at  So  premium 
on  October. 

If  tho  strike  at  the  head  of  the  lakes 
continues  for  any  length  of  timg,  the 
buying  at  country  points  will  be  gf- 
fected  as  already  elevators  are  filling 
rapidly,  and  with  no  unloading  at  ter- 
minals there  can  be  no  empties  returned 
to  the  country. 

Oats  closed  %c  to  l^c  higher  in 
Winnipeg  future  market.  Barley  waa 
unchanged,  and  flax  dropped  6%c  for 
October;  Cc  for  November,  and  7%c  for

— rBdef  grty  Biclis  which  were  reflect' 
ed  In  the  big  stretch  of  a  Hcottish  flrth 
I  have  Just  visited  a  section  of  tho 
grey-oolored  fleet  which,  though  wo 
%ear  little  of  it,  maintains  an  Incessant 
vigil  whereby  these  islands  "set  in 
tho  silver  sea"  enjoy  Immunity  from 
Invasion.  A  year  ago  I  had  visited  the 
Orand  Fleet  and  the  Cruiser  Squadron, 
and  this  time  again  encountered  some 
of  the  same  ships,  though  they  happen- 
ed to  be  in  a  different  place. 

The  trim  Uttle  launth  sped  past  great 
battleships,  aome  of  whose  names  t^au 
be  found  in  any  year-book,  but  others 
do  not  appear.  As  we  passed  theue 
ships  their  flags  ran  up,  and  though  ono 
did  not  know  the  code,  we  flattered  our- 
selves that  it  waa  a  cpurteous  greeting, 
for  in  addition  to  a  number  of  prcHS 
representatives,  from  various  dominions, 
our  party  Included  Major  Joseph  C. 
Clark,  of  TlUsonlburg  (at  present  at- 
tached to  the  Ontario  aovernment 
ofllce).  Dr.  Buttrick,  a  prominent  edu- 
cationist of  New  York,  and  Sir  John 
Foster  Fraser,  a  well-known  writer. 
After  this  preliminary  cruise  we  came 
to  closer  quarters.  The  three  gentle- 
men mentioned  boarded  a  battleship 
and  took  luach  with  the  admiral,  while 
the  majority  of  ua  clambered  up  tho 
swaying  ladder  of  II.M.S.  King  Qeorgo 
V. 

Nothing  can  exceed  the  hospitality 
and  courtesy  of  the  naval  ofllcers.  A 
certain  buoyancy  of  spirit  seems  to  ba 
Imparted  from  the  salt  water,  and  even 
the  land  lubber  to  some  extent  is  in- 
fected with  their  spirit.  A  tour  around 
the  shli\  revealed  a  wonderful  economy 
of  ipice,  ever/  nook  and  cranny  seemed 
to  be  utilised  to  some  good  purpose. 
One  misses  the  smooth  wooden  decks  of 
the  ocean  liner,  but  everything  Is  clean, 
polished  and  tidy.  The  hoapltal  lay  for 
the  men  was  more  commodious,  airy 
and  comfortable  than  many  a  land  boM-» 
pltal.  The  naval  ofllver  will  talk  about 
alDogt  any  atibjact  but  his  calling;  onu 
of  them  explained  that  he  got  into  suoii 
a  rut  at  U4nes  that  he  seized  any  ohanco 
of  contact  with  the  outside  world  and 
especially  with  someone  who  was  in  tlto 
awlm  of  things.

Being  an  overseas  party,  we  were 
put  aboard  two  ehipa  bearing  Dominion 
names.  The  battleship  "Canada"  Jm 
only  Canadian  In  name,  but  the  flrnt 
Chrlstmaa  card  had  a  Weatern  touch 
about  It.  The  wording  wag:  "Some 
Ship,  Some  Place."  Another  Chrlatmaa 
came  round,  and  the  wording  was  modi- 
fled  by  one  letter:  "Same  Ship.  Samo 
Place."  We  were  allowed  to  squeeze 
our  frames  through  port  holes,  to  ellmli 
ladders  Into  the  gun-turrets,  where  mu- 
rines and  gunners  demonstrated  how 
they  operate  in  a  Jutland  affair.  The 
noise  wag  deafening,  and  tbe  explana- 
tion more  or  less  iindergto4>4  In  con- 
sequence. The  conning  tower  la  the 
key-board  of  the  whole  struoturc.  where 
the  commander  by  toudhing  a  given  key 
can  produoe  every  effect  he  wants.  But 
should  that  tower  suffer  destruction 
there  la  an  alternative  key-board  else- 
where. 

The  batdeshlp  "Now  Zealand"  waa  able 
to  show  us  a  healed  wound 'nustaincd 
at  Jutland,  and  a  souvenir  shell  waM 
preserved  and  displayed  In  polished 
form.  The  "mgacot"  Is  a  Maori's  head. 
When  the  vessel  was  commissioned,  a 
venerable  Maori  wisard  prophealed  that 
war  would  break  out  la  1814,  and  that 
the  eblp  would  be  hit  In  eertain  partM. 
Beth  propheoloo  were  fuHilled,  eo  tl|at 
the  oMoere  await  with  interest  the  ful- 
fllment  of  the  third  prediction  that  It 
is  to  be  hit  In  another  plaee,  but  is  to 
emerge  viotorioua  from  the  war.  The 
"New  Zealand,"  in  Ita  cruise  around  the 
world,  put  In  at  Halifax  and  Ksquimalt, 
and  ollleera  had  grateful  reoollectlone  of 
hoepltalltr  extended  to  them  from  tho 
Duke  of  Connaught  downwarda.  One  of 
tkem  referred  to  the  death  of  Sir 
Richard  McBrlde,  whose  early  removal 
he  regarded  aa  a  great  losa  to  Canada. 


Beaeblng  terrn  Mrma  agala  we  were 
shown  over  tbe  great  •eottlsh  naval 
dookyard  CRoeyth).  A  groat  tract  of 
RMtreby  land  haa,  within  late  years  been 
eeaverted  into  ono  of  our  moot  Im- 
portant naval  basee.

In  this  converaation  President  Roone* 
velt  is  quoted  as  Itavlnir  jsaid  he  thought 
the  best  ■uarantav  for  the  ameliora- 
tion of  South  Ajnerioan  conditions  would 
be  the  establVahment  of  a  German  State 
in  South  Brazil. 

Col.  Rooaeyelt  said  at  Chicago  in  hia 
recent  speech,  that  in  1902;  when  Ger- 
many proposed  a  "tentponary"  occupa- 
tion of  Venezuela,  he  sent  for  the  Ger- 
man ambaasador  and  told  him  that 
"this  Venezuelan  businau  haa  been  ffo^ 
Ins  on  lonf .enough,  and  I  cannot  Af- 
ford to  let  it  MO  to  a  pcrtnt  where  it 
will  pauiw  trouble  for  this  country." 

He  aslced  the  Ambassador  what  Ger- 
many meant  -by  temporary  poasesaion. 
and  on  the  Ambassador  replying  that  he 
did  not'  feel  at  liberty  to  discuss  auch 
an  important  question,  he  delivered  the 
following,  ultimatuqi:    , 

"Tell  your  Government  that  in  ten 
days  It  must  arbitrate  the  matter  or  I 
will  send   Dewey  down  there."

LONDON,  Oct.  2.— Joseph  Haveloclc 
Wilson,  general  secretary  of  tt>e  Na- 
tional Seamen's  Union,  In  a  speech  at 
MIddleaborough  last  night  declared  that 
all  want  peace,  "but  we  are  not  going 
to  have  a  German  peace.  It  has  been 
said  that  it  Is  Impossible  to  have  a 
military  victory.

Writing  on  "Britiah  Experiences  for 
Americans."  Sidney  Webb,  in  The  At- 
lantic Monthly,  telle  of  labor  con<*.ition8 
that  prevailed  in  Great  BriUln.  Mr 
Webb  points  out  that  both  capital  and 
labor  in  Great  Britain  have  been  forced 
by  the  ciroumstancea  of  war  to  re- 
linquish their  most  cherished  notions. of 
rights.     He  saya:  ^ 

"In  a  modern  Industrial  community 
engaged  in  a  great  war — as  the  United 
Kingdom  had  to  learn  from  experience 
— the  skilled  manual  workers,  like  the 
akilled  generals,  suddenly  And  them- 
selves in  a  i>osltion  of  absolute  Indls- 
penaabllity.  The  akilled  craftsmen  In 
the  factoriea  turning  out  our  guns  and 
munitions,  in  the  mines  producing  coal 
and  the  metallic  ores  and  in  the  fur- 
nacea  in  which  the  metals  are  smelted 
in  the  shipyards  building  all  sorts  of 
vessels,  and  in  the  work  ahops  in  which 
automobiiea  and  air  craft  are  made,  to- 
gether with  the  operating  stafts  of  the 
railroads,  telegraphs,  and  telephones, 
and  gas  and  electric  plants,  must  be, 
by  one  expedient  or  other,  universally 
held  to  duty  in  the  service  of  the  state, 
Juat  as  much  as  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
"The  nation  can  no  more  afford  in  the 
one  case  than  in  the  other  any  in-ter- 
ruption  of  service,  any  limitation  of 
output,  or  any  resistance  to  the  im- 
perative prompt  Increase  of  staff.  Tha 
British  trade  unions  at  once  agreed 
to  suspend  IndustMal  war,  and  Mr. 
Gompers  has  been  prompt  In  his  dec- 
laration that  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  would  do  the  same. 

Aaked  to  Xiay  Aside  BiOee 

"In  Great  Britain  It  was  soon  found 
necessary  to  ask  the  trade  unions  to 
lay  aside,  for  theduratfon  of  the  war, 
whatever  trade  union  rules  or  customs, 
and  whatever  work  shop  practices, 
were  found  to  obstruct  the  utmost 
possible  increase  of  production.  This 
sacriflce  was  made  by  the  British  trade 
unions  without  demur,  on  the  assurance 
of  the  government  that  it  undertook  to 
see  that  reinstatement  of  all  rules,  cus- 
toms and  practices  was  made  after 
the  war,  the  employers  being  indi- 
vidually put  under  obligations  to  undo 
every  change  In  their  factories,  and 
to  revert  to  the  "pre-war  conditions' 
and  the  'pre-war  practice.'  A  second 
(Condition  was  that  the  employers 
should  be  prevented  from  deriving  any 
increase  of  profit  from  the  workmen's 
sacriflce,  a  condition  which  the  trade 
unions  regard  aa  scarcely  fulfilled  by 
"^he  limitation  imposed  on  the  profits 
of  the  5,000  'controlled  establishments.' 
Valted  States  May  Aet  mmUaity 
"The  United  States  wfll  probably  find 
It  necessary.  In  the  same  way,  to  se- 
cure suspension  of  industrial  warfare 
and  of  all  rules,  -customs  and  practices 
standing  in  the  way  of  continuous 
maximum  production  on  a  vastly  in- 
creased scale.  But  this  will  place  upon 
the  government,  as  it  did  in  Great 
Britain,  quite  new  reaponsibilities  with 
regard  to  the  treatment  of  workmen 
in  capitalist  employment.  If  the  work- 
men must  not  strike,  must  not  leave 
their  employment,  and  must  not  en- 
force their  trade  union  rules,  they  are 
delivered  over  to  the  employers  in  a 
helpless  state,  thia  will  be,  in  spite 
of  the  American  constitution,  a  con- 
dition of  'involuntary  aervitudow'  The 
government  must  therefore — merely  In 
order  to  secure  peaces  even  if  equity 
be  disregarded — ^not  only  guarantee, 
but  also  actually  Inaure  (a)  that  there 
shall  be  no  reduction  of  standard  rates, 
or  other  'nibbling'  at  wages,  and  <b) 
that  there  shall  be  no  tyranny  or 
capricious  disciplining  or  discharge  of 
workmen.  These  conditions  are  not 
easy  to  secure  in  capitalist  establish- 
ments without  an  amount  of  inspec- 
tion a^d  control  for  which  neither  the 
government  nor  the  employers  will  at 
first  be  prepared.  ^ 

Kiuit  aeoare  OoBdittOBS 
"But  in  every  case  in  which  they  are 
not.  In  fact,  secured,  whatever  may  be 
the  good  intentions  with  which  the 
partiea  start,  there  will  be  the  seeds 
of  industrial  revolt;  and  wherever  the 
employers  or  their  foremen  repeat  their 
aggression,  or  what  the  workmen  con- 
sider to  be  aggression,  there  will  be — 
in  spite  of  the  good  wishes  and  ef- 
forts of  the  leaders — industrial  strife. 
Moreover  prices  will  certainly  continue 
to  rise;  and  the  American  Government 
will  find,  as  the  British  Government 
has  found,  that  employers  cannot  be 
trusted  spontaneously  to  raise  wage 
rates  in  anything  like  the  same  pro- 
portion. The  Government  is  therefore 
compelled  to  intervene,  if  only  to  pre- 
vent Interruptlop  of  work,  and  per- 
emptorily to  require  and  enforce  the 
concession  of  such  advance  of  wagej 
or  'war  bonuses'  aa  it  conaldera  to  be 
necessary.  All  this  haa  become,  in 
Great  Britain,  for  the  duration  of  the 
war.  simply  'common  form';  ahd  the 
federal  government  will  find  itself, 
willy-nilly,  and  quite  regardless  of  the 
constitution,  in  the  same  position. 
Where  smooth  running  from  the  out- 
set is  imperative,  or  where  difflculties 
become  acute — as  in  Great  Britain  in 
the  caaes  of  the  railways  and  of  the 
coal  mines,  it  Is  found  simpler  to  'na- 
tionalise' the  whole  industry  sum- 
marily; and  to  require  the  exlatlng  di- 
rectora  and  managera  to  carry  it  on  for 
the  account  of  the  Government. 

"What  haa  cauaed  most  of  the  'labor 
discontents'  which,  notwithstanding  the 
tremendous  piitriotism  shown  by  the 
manual  workers,  the  United  Kingdom 
has  not  escaped,  has  been  the  inability 
of  the  employers — largely  of  the  mana- 
gera and  foremen— to  reallie  that  It 
waa  essential,  under  war  conditions,  to 
give  up  'taking  advantage'  of  the  work- 
men in  ways  whi^h  are,  in  peace  time, 
customary  and  condoned.  Thus,  no  in- 
junction of  the  Oovemment  has  availed 
to  atop  tha  conatant  tendency  to  'cut 
ratea'  on  piece  work  Jobs  (largely  on 
the  occaaion  of  fixing  new  rat«s  for 
Jobs  of  slightly  different  magnitude  or 
character),  whenever  the  workmen 
were  thought  to  be  'making  too  much.' 
Thia  has  led  to  repeated  strikes  and 
enormous  national  loas.  The  oaly  sug- 
gested remedy  :s  that  the  fixing  of 
piece  work  ratea  or  premium  bonus 
times    should    be    taken    altogether    out

"Tha  translation  of  the  ataadard 
time  rate  into  the  piece  work  rate 
or  premium  toaua  time  for  a  particular 
job  should,  it  is  suggested,  be  al- 
waya  done  by  a  pair  of  independent 
'rau  lUera'— one  repr«a«Btlng  the 
trade  union  and  the  other  the  employ- 
ers' association— these  two  referring  to 
an  umpire  chosen  by  them  in  any  case 
in  which  they  cannot  agree  upon  thia 
issue  of  fact.  But  to  this  curUilment 
of  their  autocracy  British  employers  in 
the  engineering  industry— unlike  those 
in  the  braaa  working  trade  and  in  the 
Northumbertand  coal  mines,  where  the 
system  haa  long  prevailed — cannot  yet 
be  made  to  agree. 

"It  remaina  to  be  aeen  whether  the 
American  captaina  of  industry'  will  ac- 
cept this  method  of  avoiding  industrial 
strife,  or  devise  some  other.  What  is 
ceruin  Is  that  the  absolute  neceaaity 
of  securing  unbroken  continuity  of  pro- 
duction in  modern  war  compe.s  not 
only  a  great  deal  of  'uivoluntary  aer- 
vltude'  in  industry,  but  also,  if  the 
graveat  discontenu  and  revolts  are  to 
be  avoided,  aome  entirely  novel  expedi- 
ents of  work  shop  manasement,  about 
which  the  British  Ministry  of  Muni- 
tions is  presumably  advising  the  United 
States  Government."
